COURTESAN HEROINE 

Offensive Atmosphere at 
Play’s Opening Deepens 
Into Indecent Last Act.

Dramatic Critic of the Post-Dispatch. 

“The Girl From Rector’s’’ which be- 
gan a week's engagement at the Cen- 
tury last night is a farce of French 
wickedness with its original Parisian 
boulevard atmosphere adapted to tha: 
which environs the Great White Way in 
New York City as seen through Drama- 
tist Paul M. Potter’s eyes. 

Its heroine is a certain Loute, a girl 
ct the demi-monde who bitterly resents 
her “‘lover’s’’ contemplated marriage to 
a virtuous girl because it means the ter- 
mination of her career as his mistress. 

This J.oute, whose name give the orig- 
inal French farce its title, is known in 
the American adaptation as ‘‘the girl 
from Rector’s,’’ owing to her being the 
most abandoned of a certain coterie of 
“rounders ’ whose gayest life is reached 
in the after-midnight restaurant rcvels 
of her class_in the American metropo- 
lis. 

Her most salient characteristics in the 
Potter play are an entirely unblushing 
confession of her relations with the gay 
young sport whom she loves after the 
manner of women of her kind, and a 
fixed habit of begging him to kiss her 
‘just behind the ear, where he sees the 
beauty spot.”’ 

Woman Leads the “Double Life.” 

It develops later in the pluy’s story 
that this Loute is in reality the wife of 
a certain Judge Caperton of the Ameri- 
can court at Shanghai, and that she is 
living a double life, her friends in Bat- 
tle Creek, Mich., belleving that her long 
stays in New York are connected with 
the work of the religious and charitabie 
organizations in which she is a promi- 
nent figure. 

Her husband, the Judge, is also in- 
clined to lead the double life, d

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Another man, an “old sport’ known 
on Broadway as Col. Andrew Tandv. 
but who is actually Mr.. Witherspoon 
Copley of Battie Creek, married and 
sedate when at home, is also one cf 
the “double-life’’ livers of the Potter 
play’s cast, deeply enamored of Loute 
and anxious to win her away from her 
younger ‘‘lover.’’ 

An Indecent Dance and Tableau, 

Following a first act that reeks with 
the atmosphere of New York's Tender- 
loin, the scéne changes to Battle Creek, 
whither Richard O’Shaughnessy, ‘‘lover”’ 
of’ Loute, has gone to marry Marcia 
Singleton, daughter of Mrs. Wither- 
spoon Copley, this latter a middle-aged 
woman who seems to have q weakness 
for what she calls a “Salome wriggle’”’ 
cocktail as an appetizer. 

Loute herself, returning home for 
the occasional ‘‘simple life’’ with whien 
she fools her neighbors into believing 
her a respectable married woman, en- 
counters her. “‘lover,”’ learns that he is to 
be married that day, and throws 111 
prudence to the winds in her courtesan 
rage because of his desertion of her. 

From that moment the play waxes 
even more “fast’’ and furious in its 
spirit,. and the close of the third act 


final tableau of startlingly daring ind»- 
cency. 

In the fourth act, the scene of which 
is laid at “French Charley's’ road- 
house in the suburbs of Battle Creek, 
mtch of the alleged\comedy arises from 
placing the wrong man in private rooms 
with the wrong woman, and the at- 
mosphere which we are accustomed to

The Play’s Closing Phases, 

The “lover’’ of Loute, who has been 
married to Marcia Singleton by the civi! 
ceremony, but not yet by the church, 
complains that he is only ‘‘half-mar- 
ried." The door of the private room 
that contains his wife is pointed out to 
him and he is advised to enter that room 
and “make divorce impossible.’’ 

Loute, recognising her “lover's” 
flance as a good girl, suddenly deter- 
mines that she will not stand in the 
way of her happiness, and as suddenly 
releases the “lover” without creating 
the public scandal which she had been 
threatening. 

And this constitutes the “happy end- 
ing’’ of the play.

In the same telegram Estrada says 
that no change in Nicaragua's chief 
executive selected by Zelaya or by 
the Congress he controls will be ac- 
cepted by the majority of the Nic- 
@raguan people allied to the revo- 
lutionist cause. 


Means Revolution Will Go On. 

This telegram*contains the first au- 
thoritative statement that the revo- 
lutionary party will not accept as presi- 
dent of Nicaragua anyone who has any 
affiliation with Zelaya. The selection 
of either Madriz or Irias-for this! post, 
therefore, means a continuance of the 
revolution with ail the energy at the 
cémmand of the Estrada party. 

Late telegrams received at the State 
‘Department from Nicaragua say the 
National Assembly of Nicaragua has 
been instructed by Ze®aya to elect Ma- 
driz as-president and Irias to the chief 
command of the army. This everywhere 
in Nicaragua is regarded as a move to 
continue Zelaya as the dominant figure 
in the state. 

A telegram from Corinto dated the 
17th instant.expresses the opinion that 
Irias is te be given the presidency. This 
statement. however, is generally doubt- 
ed. A Managua telegram received i..8 
morning states that Zelaya is making 
active military prepafations and is put- 
ting in office in all the principal cities,

Item of Cost Is Important— 
Suggestion Made for Trolley 
Cars toeArt Museum. 


Park Commissioner Scanlan’s proposal 
to operate free busses for the accom- 
modation of those who want to reach 
the Art Musevm in Forest Park may 
have hard sledding in the Municipal As- 
sembly. Less than a majority seems in 
favor of it. 

In the Council only three—Hauschulte, 
Fitzsimmons and Espenchied—give Mr. 
Scanlan’s suggestion unqualified sap- 
proval. Several others condition their 
indorsement of it on the adequacy of 
the service or the city’s ability to ap- 
propriate enough money for the puree 
during the next year. 

President Gundlach of the Council and 
Councilman Lambert think that the 
stroet cars ought to be permitted to en- 
ter the park with the understanding 
that the tracks be hidden in shrubbery 
so as not to be unsightly. 

Practically all the Councilmen and 
Delegates agree that some provision 
ought to be made in the park for per- 
sons who can’t go there in a vehicle. 
Those who don’t approve either the use 
of busses or the operation of street 
cars in the park think that there should 
be footways leading directly from the 
termini of the various railway lines 
to the Art Museum and other points 
of interest. — 

Comptroller Taussig, who will have 
to certify to any appropriation for 
busses, says he is unwilling to say 
whether he would refuse his concur- 
rence, because Mr. Scanian has as yet

But it is not fair to put the burden on the city. 

Mr. McChesney’s argument that the city needs 
the facilities more than the railroads is the 
worn-out plea of pioneer days when the railroads, 
as the necessary highways of commerce, could 
make or mar communities and compel them to 
bid for service. It contains an implied threat 
that the railroads will not supply the city with 
adequate service except upon their own terms. 
Back of an argument of this kind is the sugges- 
tfon ‘of the power of monopolized terminals to 
force the city to come to their terms. It is that 
power which held St. Louis at its mercy for so 
many years and compelled it to pay discriminative 
and hampering tribute to the termina] combine. 
This power to give or deny facilities and to levy 
tolls regardless of justice is the power that must 
be broken and brought to fair terms. It is’not 
the argument of competition or of enforced reg- 
ulation, but of unrestraihed monopoly combina- 
tion. 
We agree with Mr. McChesney that the rail- 
roads should have adequate compensation for 
their service. No protest has been made against 
reasonable rates. No one has suggested the de- 
nial of fair profits to the railroads. The protest 
is against special arbitrary charges for bridge 
and terminal sérvice on St. Louis traffic—discrim- 
inating charges that are levied in no other large 
city. of the Union. P) 

We disagree with Mr. McChesney that these 
charges are necessary and just for the mainte- 
nance of the bridge and terminal system. He 
falls back upon the handy fiction of an indepen- 
dent corporation owning and operating the bridges 
and terminals to justify the arbitrary charges. He 
asks if the railroads should do business with- 
out compensation, “who would pay the operating 
expenses, taxes, maintenance, salaries and wages, 
and furnish money for necessary facilities?” 
Who pays these expenses and charges of railroad 
terminals in other cities? Will Mr. McChesney 
point out a city where the railroads charge the 
expenses of their terminals’ to the local traffic 
on their lines? Will he point out any city where 
all local] freight handled within a radius of 100 
miles must bear a special arbitrary charge to de- 
fray the terminal or bridge expenses of the rail- 
roads transporting the goods? Does the New York 
Central charge an arbitrary toll on its 100-mile 
New York traffic delivered on its terminals? Do 
any New York railroads or Chicago railroads 
‘make such charges on their.local traffic? 

Why should St. Louis suffer from such discrim- 
inating special charges?

Louis traffic beyond 100 miles, it would seem an 
easy job to adjust them within the 100-mile 
circle.

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan’s Equitable 
Life Assurance Society refuses to buy 
any of the 4 percent bonds issued by 
Dallas County, Texas, because the 
Texas Legislature has had the audacity 
to enact an insurance law that is dis- 
pleasing to Mr. Morgan’s Equitable Life 
Assurance Society. : 

If is stated in a Dallas dispatch to the 
New York Sun that “as no Eastern 
financiers have offered to buy any of 
the bonds, it would seem that all have 
taken a stand similar to that noted by 
Mr Day” (vice-president of the Dquita- 
ble). 

Let it be observed that there is ‘‘no’' 
doubt of-the soundness of these securi- 
ties,” no doubt of “their desirability as 
investment,”’ no doubt of the excellence 
of Dallas County’s credit. The bonds 
are boycotted by the New York Money 
Trust solely begause the Texas Legis- 
lature in the exercise of a sovereign 
power has enacted laws that are offen- 
sive to Mr. Morgan’s life insurance 
company and the other insurance com- 
panies allied with the Money Trust. 

The World is not defending The Texas 

insurance code. It mzry be a very harsh 
and objectionable statute. We are 
merely calling attention to the latest 
methods of Wall street finance to co- 
erce states, and to punish states that 
do not govern themselves in accordance 
with Wall street's wishes.
